The 3 chwarzhei.de enterprise, which has a total crew oi about 4,00-, 
produces gasoline, diesel oil, paraffin and tar products. As as 
source is informed, diesel oil, paraffin and tar products are sold 
to the East German economy. The diesel oil is fuel of very good 
006.11 tv; two types, Gogasin 1 and Gogasin 2, are produced. Some 
of the" light gasolines produced by the plant are also sold to ..he 
Bast German economy. 

The plant produces jet aircraft fuel for the Russians The german 
cover designation for this fuel is "Loesuagsmittel MB" (MB solvent, 

M3 standing for Mittel-Benzin) . This fuel is a mixture of two parts 
heavy gasoline produced in the SAG Brikett Leits plant, wi th one part 
SediW gasoline produced in Scbwarzheide. «<nce the Schwarzheide 
-anaci tv is limited, efforts have been made to obtain a mixture with 
about the same qualities by mixing three parts Kelts gasoline with one 
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part Schwarzheide gasoline, but these efforts have not met with success 
as yet. The MB installation at Schwarzheide was built in 1951, The 
Schwarzheide base product of the jet fuel is AK gasoline (Aktlvkohle 
Benzin) produced by the Schwarzheide plant. Certain fractions within 
medium boiling limits are separated from the AK gasoline by distillation; 
this consti tutes the Schwarzheide MB gasoline.. The MB gasoline is then 
hydrogenated in three contact ovens (the thi”d oven, recently built, is 
now in operation) . The result of the hydrogenation process is the 
Schwarzheide component of the Jet fuel. The Zeitz base comfxment is 
heavy gasoline, which is shipped in rugular intervals from Zeitz to 
Schwarzheide, Thera, the Zeitz gasoline is refined with sodium hydr oxide 
(HaOH) and sulphuric acid. The Zeitz refined heavy gasoline and the 
Schwarzheide hydrogenated medium gasoline ere then mixed in a two to one 
proportion. Finally, tha mixture is subjected to a distillation 
process which separatee the lighter parts of the mixture from the 
heavier parte. The lighter fraction is LoesungaiciV el IB, a jet fuel 
for the Russian Air Pores, The average monthly production of Leesungs- 
isittel m at the Schwarzheide plant, Including the Zeitz component, is 
between 3,000 and 9,000 tons. This is very slightly (about one percent) 
above the plan figure. The Schwarzheide storage facilities permit 
storing of three days production of Leesungaaittal MB before it is 
shipped by rail to Russia via Frankflart-Odwr „ 

In early 1953, Director Bruno Weiss was called to a session of the Central 
Committee of the SSD and was instructed to efcieapt to obtain permission 
from the Russians to allow East Germany that part of Isoeungsmittal MB 
which Schwarzheide oauld produce above and psytesd the Russian plan. The 
Russians rejected this demand, pointing out that present production of 
the Jet fuel was orach below their own demand. 
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
